With very rare exceptions the 
employes of the stake in the two said depart­ 
ments, so far as the record discloses to the con­ 
trary, are gentlemen of high character and abil­ 
ity: and th a t in those instances where the integ­ 
rity of any of these servants of the state has 
been drawn iu question the testimony is too 
conflictihg and inconclusive to w arrant the com­ 
mittee hi finding such persons guilty of bad faith 
In tne performance of their duties. 
It appears Irom the record of the committee 
th a t complaints have frequently uriseu on ac­ 
count of what

It is Hie opinion of the committee th a t very 
few lust a tues of such shortage nave arisen, 
which should not, if Hie committee were iii pos­ 
her alo it of all the facts, be attributed to oik or 
more of the above named cause*. 
SC R E E N IN G S . 
The committee finds th a t during the year 1889 
a large quantity of wheat wa* shipped from the 
said public warehouses at Duluth Under the 
name of screening*; 1 he am ount so slapped ag­ 
gregated upward of 4 0 ,ooh bn.tr,ei'*.; The wheat 
so shipped was, no doubt, the overage of -45,- 
ooo bushel* to which attention im* already been 
called. The committee is aware of no evidence 
tending to »bow th a t any other wheat (hail such 
overage was ever shipped in a clandestine m an­ 
ner from the *aid bout**. The committee studi­ 
ously endeavored to ascertain whether or not it 
wa* a common practice of the said companies 
to dispose of overage under the guise of screen­ 
ings, and arrived a t the result above indicated.

FORTUNES. 


D e c a d e n c e o f th e H abit of H oard­ 
ing V ast S u m s of M oney. 
The ancient oriental passion for 
hoarding appears, from P. C. Harri­ 
son’s elaborate article on the circu­ 
lation of the rupee in the Economic 
Journal Macmillan, to be gradually 
disappearing, and is now believed to 
be mainly confined to the old wealthy 
famlies and princes. 
The 
original 
cause, fear of civil tumult, has passed 
away, and the presence of an in­ 
creasing market for investment, the 
sweet simplicity of the 4 per-cents, or 
family misfortunes, sooner or later 
have the effect of emptying the family 
vault. Notable instances of the dis­ 
sipation of large hoards have occurred 
in recent years. The maharaja oi 
Gwailor, a M ahratta chief, lent the 
government upward of 30,000,000 ru­ 
pees, 
of which all 
but 
3,000,- 
000 were native 
coin. The 
mah­ 
araja 
of Burdwan’s accumulation 
principally 
of 
sicca 
rupees 
lias 
disappeared in 
litigation 
and in­ 
vestment, and recently large hoards 
of Arcot rupees from Madras and 
Chilki 
rupees from Kashmir have 
passed into our mints. In Bengal 
several considerable hoards of sicca 
rupees have been found to exist in the 
houses of wealthy landholders on the 
occasion of their property passing in­ 
to the control of the Court of Wards. 
Mr. Harrison estim ates the annual 
quasi-permanent 
disappearance 
of 
government rupees due to this cause 
as now less ‘than 5,000,000, and 
would put it even lower if there were 
not reason to believe that in south­ 
ern India the priestly trustees of tem­ 
ples still accumulate the offerings of 
pilgrims. 


R oyal D e a th s A lw ays S u d d en 
“Monarchs may die, but they may 
never be ill,” is an old Turkish pro­ 
verb which is brought home with pecul­ 
iar force in connection with the recent 
demise of Khedive Tewfik of Egypt. 
Scarcely any one, either in Euorpe or 
even in Egypt itself, was aware that 
the Pasha was ill before his death 
was announced. 
It is curious that each oi ids prede­ 
cessors is stated to have died 
in an 
equally sudden manner, and there is 
suspicion of Oriental mystery sur­ 
rounding the deaths of these men, 
who but a day prior to their decease 
were popularly regarded as full of 
vigor and health. 
Thus no one knew' that Said Pasha 
had been iii until he had been dead 
for two days, while his predecessor, 
Abbas, the namesake of the present 
Khedive, was driven in a closed car­ 
riage, but in public view, through the 
streets of Cairo after having been 
strangled in his harem by order of the 
Sultan. It was only when his corps 
had reached the citadel that his death 
“from sickness” was announced.—X. 
Y. Recorder.

He 
has ten days! not including Sundays, 
in which to examine the bill and make 
up his mind. If nothing is heard from 
hint by the end of th a t period the bill 
becomes a law without his signature 
writes George H arold W alker in the 
ChAutauquan. Should he disapprove 
or veto a bill ne sends it back to th at 
branch ol Congress in which it origin­ 
ated, stating his reasons in opposi­ 
tion, aud then the measure is again 
referred to a committee and under* 
j goes much the same experience as it 
| did st first, with this im portant diff- 
; erence, th a t it m ust be voted for by 
I at least two-thirds of the members ol 
! each house in order to overcome ob- 
j jections of the chief m agistrate. Only 
very strong public sentiment will de­ 
velop sufficient votes to override the 
I President’s veto, aud this right gives 
him alm ost legal power in legislation 
with Congress. Should the President 
decline to sign a bill and Congress ad­ 
journ before the expiration of the ten 
I day period, it receives what is popu 
larly known as a “pocket veto.”

State causes it to lie printed and pro­ 
mulgated. Not the slightest variation 
is made in printing the new law; even 
mistakes and spelling and punctua­ 
tion are closely copied.

F er tilizers. 
In an interesting paper in the P har­ 
maceutical Era the writer has this to 
say concerning the relative value of 
manure and commercial fertilizers: 
The farmer who uses ji commercial 
fertilizer finds no such difficulties be­ 
setting his labors, for it is a com para­ 
tively easy m atter to drill the fertiliz­ 
ers in at the time the grain is sown, or 
it may be readily sown broadcast 
and then dragged in. The question of 
depth is not im portant, anywhere 
from one-half to eight inches will do. 
In planting grains or seeds of any 
kind a little care w ill place the lertil- 
izer inst where it will do the plant the 
most good, and the proper am ount 
an be used, since the food is homo ge- 
cneous, every spoonful having the 
same composition as every other 
spoonful. This is the most commend­ 
able feature of the commercial fertil­ 
izer as plant food. 
Again while a 
barnyard manure, unless well-rotted, 
is slow to act, and often comes stru- 
gling in with vigorous but frost-bitten 
growth in the autum n, the commer­ 
cial fertilizer with the true, pushing, 
w’ideawake American spirit, has set 
about its work in the morning of the 
plant's life, and, maintaining the 
vantage ground thus gained, carries off 
the laurels a t the winning stake, in a 
well developed, fully m atured, and 
easily ripened crop.

Her family of eight children were all 
drowned. 
The loss of property is so 
great that it cannot be accurately es­ 
tim ated at present. Thousands of head 
of cattle have perished and the swamps 
are strewn w ith carcasses.

try in the fl *oeed district is flat and de­ 
void of hills, thus giving no refuge ex­ 
cept tree tops to panic stricken negroes 
when the w ater came rushing down 
upon them .

falo, or dispersed to their various farms. 
Just what the next move will be cannot 
be said.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


The Senate. 
W ashington, April 14.—In the sen­ 
ate Mr. Dolph, from the committee on 
foreign relations,reported as a substitute 
for the Geary bill utterly excluding all 
Chinese, a senate bill continuing exist­ 
ing laws in force. 
Mr. Dolph said this 
bill had been adopted by the senate on a 
statem ent from the committee on for­ 
eign relations, and that it was the only 
legislation they proposed to recommend 
on the subject during the present ses­ 
sion. 
Mr. Dolph argued that if the 
house had seriously desired legislation 
on the Chinese question it would have 
adopted the senate bill. If, after a time, 
more drastic measures were required, 
there would be ample opportunity to 
adopt them. 
But some immediate ac­ 
tion was necessary. 
Mr. Frye asked why. 
Mr. Dolph replied that if May 4 next 
passed without legislation, the present 
laws would lapse and our ports would 
be open to Chinese from all parts of the 
world. 
It was necessary now that the 
house had decided to act on the senate 
bill, that the m atter should at once be 
put into conference, and therefore he 
proposed the senate bill as a substitute 
for the honse measure.

Alter many months of weary work and 
the expenditure of about $16,000, the grain 
Investigation committee has concluded its 
work and will make two reports to the gov­ 
ernor. 
The committee was 
practically 
unanimous, its rejiort being signed by all 
the members except Kepre-entative Moore, 
who re used to affix his *Lnature on the 
ground that he diu not like the report. 


T H E O F F IC IA L R E P O R T : 
The first section ol the report deals with the 
organization of the com m ittee, Hud names the 
representatives of the different interests. 
It 
theu takes up the policy of the com m ittee with 
regard to reception of evidence and sta tes th at 
at tbe ou tset the com m ittee was pleased to 
adopt very liberal rules as to the ad m issib ility 
of evidence and endeavored to afford every op ­ 
portunity to any one who felt so disposed to ap- 
jsiar and testify before it. 
Neither time norex- 
jsmse was spared in securing the pre->euce of w it­ 
nesses deemed by any of the iuterrsts involved 
in the investigation Im portant to the ascertain­ 
m ent of the truth. 
The a loptiou ot such a pol­ 
icy necessarily resulted iu encumbering the rec 
ord with a large am ount ol irre.evant and im­ 
m aterial 
m atter 
which 
has tended 
rather 
to 
conceal 
than 
disclose 
the truth. 
Al­ 
though this result was foreseen at trie com ­ 
mencem ent ot its labors, it was deemed injudi­ 
cious to adopt any otherr course. 


SW EK PIM O a 
A large part ot the tim e of the com m ittee was 
devoted to aii iu Vest Imt tion of the chaige th a t 
tbe elevator com panies of Dulurh ha l been 
grossly negligent In cleaning out car* in which 
grain had been shipped to their bouses, and 
th a t thereby serious loss had resulted to the 
snippers. 
As a result of its investigation as to this 
charge the com m ittee find th a t during the 
earlier Tears of the sta te inspection service 
proper care w as not a t ail tim es exercised in 
cleaning out cars iu wuich wneat had bre.i 
shipped to tbe warehouses a t Dulutr; therein 
no evidence, however, which Indicates that this 
fact involved either the integrity or sou n d busi­ 
ness management of the com panies operating 
those bouses. 
F urtberm ore.it sufficiently ap ­ 
pear* th at as soon as the a tt-u tio n of sucn 
com panies was called to the subject appropri* 
are rnessum* were adopted to correcl the evil. 
The com m ittee have no rrssnn to believe that 
of late year* any substantial ground* for com ­ 
plaint iiav*existed to any considerable extent. 
Evidence was introduced tending to show 
th at at tim e*.especially during the press of bu»- 
iueMi at the height of the shipping season, the 
said com panies at Duluth were also careless in 
cleaning the boors of such warehouses alter cam 
had been unloaded, and it is n ot unlikely m a t 
in som e instances shippers suffered to som e e x ­ 
tent. 
It is not tbe opinion of t!»e c <mtnittee, 
however, th a t any serious lo»* ever resulted to 
the smpi>er trom this sourue or th a t it was a 
m atter of murti gain to the elevator cornpauies. 
ILLICIT SH IPPIN G O r WHEAT. 
A very serious charge was preferred aga:n*t 
the Lake bupertor E levator com pany and the 
Uulou Im provem ent and E levator Com pany of 
Duiuth baaed U[><>n an aT.e-.red frandu>ent ship­ 
m ent from those bouses in 1 8 8 6 and subsequent 
year* of a large am ount of wheat aggregating 
som e 81*0,OOd bushels. 
Tuts was by far the 
m ost serious chant*? involved in the work of the 
com m ittee. 
From the magnitude of the charee, 
and the fact th at ft was made the hast* of au 
investigation by a com m ittee appointed tor that 
purpose by the la st bouse of representatives, 
und sustained by a m ajority report of th at com ­ 
m ittee, the present com m ittee felt cal ed upon 
to couduct w m ost thorough atxl careful investi­ 
gation with reference thereto. 
It is n o reflection 
upon said house com m ittee that its result* a s to 
such chstge are at variance with those at which 
ttie present com m ittee has arrived. 
The house 
Committee was necessarily limited iu tim e, and 
TO^re or iews handicapped by various and exact­ 
ing legislative duties. 
That the quentioii might be divested of doubt, 
the present com m ittee em ployed the services of 
ski led and experietnssd exf«ert bookkeperw and 
accountant*, and d.re* tea them to make ac­ 
curate exam inations of the l ooks, not only of 
the elevator com panies o! Duluth, bat also of 
the sta te inspection aud weighing departloeuts. 
ts« railway com panies handling grain to aud 
from th at point, and likewise to serk inform a­ 
tion from any other available aud legitim ate 
source. 
Testim ony was receive*! tending to establish 
the charges so made. 
The com m ittee regret 
th at several of the witnesses who testified 
touching the charge iu question were som ewhat 
A SrC K SK D HV COUNSEL 
during the investigation on account of the tes­ 
tim ony *o given. 
While it is uo doubt true 
th a t suine m ay have been inrnt urate as to por­ 
tions of their testim ony, and not a few of their 
statem ent* were made with greater positiveness 
than either their truth or their know ledge WOQid 
warrant, it is the optutott of the com m ittee. 
nrvertbe.es*, that they ou.-ht to be whoi.-y ex­ 
onerated from any attem pt to lenti'y otherw ise 
than in aicordao. e w,th the facts as ti*ey un­ 
derstood them. 
Tbe method* pursued by the 
e evator com panies i«» disposing of the large 
volum e of wheat in 18*v6 and subsequent years 
fully Justified the witnesses iu uueotton ill be 
llrvittg that such shipm ents we-e being made se­ 
cretly and lor the purpose of evading the atten ­ 
tion of the sta te inspection service and tiie pub­ 
lic; and were it not for other evidence subse­ 
quently discovered 
the com m ittee feels* that it 
would have been am ply justified iu rinding the 
charge so made, in the main, true. 
There is uo q<ie»tion but what in 1880, and 
Subsequent yeu i•*, tbe tw o elevator com panies 
named did ship in round nuuilarrs from the r 
houses at night, w ithout lb* knowledge of the 
em ployes of tne said sta te departm ents, 25ft,- 
OiiO bushels ot wheat. 
After the fat-t of such 
shipm ent bad been substantially estub .shed by 
the lestlm ouy ot this claes of wituvese*. the 
said elevator com panies adm itted that a la rge 
volum e of wheat 
had 
been secretly shipped 
from their houses w ithout either inspection or 
weighing. 
Ha-1 this adm ission been obtained at 
tbe beginning of the investigation it would have 
rendered needless the testim ony of a large num­ 
ber of witnesses who were calied for tin* purpose 
of establishing that fact. 
The shipm ent navn g 
been thus adm itted, the duty of tin? com m ltte? 
was tnereby narrowed down to an fnqoiry. a sto 
the sufficiency of tbe justification urged there 
for on the part of said com pany. 
T P It F.VinitM E SU FFICIEN TLY E$TARi,H*STJI 
the fact that a farm? am ount of wheat became 
heated iu the tin s and alm ost totally ruined. 
Tbe com m ittee find th a t tin* m atter was brought 
by the said com panies to tne attention of the 
ra t road am i warehouse com mis ion ami that 
alter tbe m ature deliberation of that body the 
eievator com panies were given the authority to 
secretly dispose of the wheat: and it is fair to 
believe that the irregular shipm ents testified to 
by witnesses were none other* than those m ade 
in pursuance of the perm ission thus obtained. 
The com m ittee has no doubt th at tha action 
of the eoramiseion in directing the swrvt ship­ 
m ent of said injured grain wa* prompted by the 
highest condderations ot public policy aud am ­ 
ply warranted both by provisions of the law and 
the existing facta 
Ci vera a e 
KTidence w as introduced tending to prove 
th a t other wheat than the am ount to Injured 
was also shipped in au Illicit nianm r from the 
said warehouses hi Duiuth. 
The com m ittee 
finds tn a l this am ount of shipm ent did not oc­ 
cur In fact, and that the charge is based upon 
discrepancies ill offidai records, which have been 
com pletely and satisfactorily explained. 
It appeared from the testim ony of certain 
witnesses th a t 4 9 .8 3 7 bushels of wheat were 
shipped oa t by the warehou^o in question iu 
au irregular and unauthorized manner, but a 
careful exam ination of all the testim ony dearly 
dem onstrates that this charge is based upon au 
Imperfect knowledge or the facts. 
The witnesses 
by whom it was sought to be established de­ 
rived their inform ation from sources which were 
both incom plete and unreliable. 
The record 
leaves no doubt in the mimls of the com m ittee 
that all of the last named quantity of wheat 
has been proj>erly accounted for. and th at no 
im putation of improper eonuuct at laches to tbe 
elevator com panies in question. 
I f WAS FURTHER ttUKUKU 
th at upward* of 4 5 ,000 bushels of wheat wetf 
shipped from tbe sam e houses as overage and 
without sta te inspection or weighing. 
The com ­ 
m ittee finds that this charge is well founded, for 
it is adm itted by tbe elevator com panies that 
such quantity of w h eit was shipped by them In 
such manner. 
As a justification for such ship­ 
m ent the com panies urge th at when they !i:>t 
began to do business under the provisions of the 
grain and warehouse law they had in their 
houses som e 45.0**0 bushels of whsat which had 
accum ulated iu transacting an extensive busi­ 
ness prior to th a t date. 
It is the opinion of the 
com m ittee th at it was the duty of the elevator 
com panies to have caused this wheat to have 
been inspected into their houses at tiie time 
they began to operate under sta te supervision. 
This course, however, was n ot pursued by tiie 
cornpauies. owing, it is fair to assuihe. to a m is­ 
taken view of their duty under the law. 
It was also made to appear by good and suffi 
cieufc testim ony th a t between t*ie first day of 
August, 1885, and the first day of August, 1890, 
the said com panies accum ulated a further over­ 
age of 11.213 bushels In handling CO.OUO.OOO 
bushels of wheat. 
Tide overage represents one- 
quarter of an ounce per bushel upon the am ount 
handled by the com patiy between the said dates. 
It further npiiears th a t the said com panies 
brought the fact of the last named overage to 
the attention of the railroad and warehouse 
com m ission, and thereupon obtained from that 
body an order perm itting the shipm ent upon 
due notice to the sta te Inspection and weighing 
departm ent at Du uth of such excess of wheat 
witho.ut cancellation of outstanding pefeipts. 
The com m ittee feels tjiat ij 
1HK OLD SCHEDULES 
prepared by the on u em ployed In the house 
com m ittee might be received as unquestioned 
evidence before it, tiiat they would disc lows the 
illicit shipm ent of a large quantity of grain from 
the public warehouses at Duluth which inis not 
been explained aw ay by testim ony adduced be­ 
fore it for that purpose, but inasmuch us the 
com m ittee 
subjected 
such 
schedules to a 
very 
severe 
test 
early 
in 
the 
session 
and thereby became convinced of the unre I- 
abillty of such schedules as evidence from their 
very m any proven inaceuracjss. due to the iaex- 
rlencs of the persons by jyhoin they were pre­ 
pared, an^ the statem ent made by Mr. Erwfn. 
the attorney for (he Grain Growers' association, 
When tbe said schedules were under discussion, 
that be wr* perfectly willing that the old sched­ 
ules should be stricken from the record, inas­ 
much as they had been proved unre! I a Dip and 
had been superseded by the more acenratesched- 
u'es of tbe experts. 
The com m ittee now find 
th at on account of tho apparent discrepancies 
the old schedules caupot properly and should 
not iu justice be regarded as proof of any fact. 
The com m ittee deem* it proper to say. touch­ 
ing the m atter of the damaged wheat in ques­ 
tion, that the said eievator com panies incurred 
an expense of about # 1 00,000 in providiug tor 
the warehouse receipts outstanding agaiii6tthe 
same. 
STATE INSPECTION AND WEIGHING DEPAR TM EN TS. 
1’he com m ittee finds th a t the record, as a 
whole, does n ot reflect upon the integrity and 
efficiency of the sta te inspection aud weighing 
departm ent. 
W ith very rare exceptions the 
em ployes of the stake in the tw o said depart­ 
m ents, so far as tbe record discloses to the con­ 
trary, are gentlemen of high character and abil­ 
ity: and th at in those instances w here the integ­ 
rity of any of these servants of the sta te has 
been drawn iu question tbe testim ony is too 
confllctihg and inconclusive to warrant the com ­ 
m ittee hi flndlrg such persous guilty of bad faith 
in tne performance of their duties. 
It appears lrom the record of the com m ittee 
th at com plaints have frequently uriseu on ac­ 
count of what 
has bee*i 
deemed improiier 
weighing and docking of grain. 
The com m ittee 
t!nds th at after listening to testim ony of wit- 


neMe* ol large experience 
and tUH|U*tt!otitd 
Veracity th at such com plaints, while at tim es 
well founded, faned to show any disposition on 
the part of iits|actors aud weignmen to impose 
upon or favor any interests whatever. 
There 
is evideuee which tends to show th a t docking Is 
a t 11me* excessive. 
As the am ount of dockage 
to which a shipm ent of grain is to be subjected 
in a given esse is largely dependent upon human 
judgment it wid ue alw ays a m atter of approx­ 
im ation, and the com m ittee is unable to find 
th a t there Inis been an abuss of discretion to a 
serious exten t iu this regard. 
The 
witness, 
Charles Canning, a man of very large experience 
both as u producer and a com m ission mer­ 
chant, testified tbut he had no lault to find with 
the sta te service m th a t regard. 
The attention 
of the com m ittee was called to a number of lu­ 
st auees of 
GBIKVANt ES WAMED UPON SHORTAGE 
iu weights of shipm ents made to public ware 
houses. 
The com m ittee finds that such com- 
p aints are irequently well founded, but is not 
prepared to say their number is out of propor­ 
tion to tiie volume of busbies* transacted. 
Among the m any cause* to which shrinkage In 
veigbt iu shipm ents ot wheat rnay be attrihufed 
the following, no doubt, con stitute the more im ­ 
portant, as evidenced by reliable testim ony: 
F irst—Shipm ent without weighing by the local 
buyer. 
second—-Weighing at tiie place of shipm ent 
with sm all or defective scales. 
Third—M istake* 
necessarily incidental to 
weighing on sm all scales, as where a draft Is in­ 
advertently rejieated. 
F ourth—Defective coopering of the cars, re 
suiting in leakage at tim es to a marked degree. 
F ilth—A bstractions by js-ttv theft upon cars 
eu route to and at destination. 
rix tn —Change in atm ospheric and clim atic 
conditions between places ot shipment aud that 
of destination. 
Heveiitb—Loss of m oistuer by grain. 
Kmhth—Delect in scales at terminal points. 
It is the opinion of the com m ittee tn a t very 
few instances of such shortage nave arisen, 
which should not, if the com m ittee were in pos­ 
session of all trie facts, be attributed to on* or 
m ore of tne above named causer. 
SCREENINGS. 
The com m ittee finds th a t during the year 1889 
a large quantity of wheat was shipped (rum the 
said public warehouses at Dulutn finder the 
name of screenings; the am ount so shipped ag­ 
gregated upward of 4 0 ,6 9 9 bnsnels.; Tne wheat 
so shipped was, uo doubt, the overug*.- of -15,- 
OlXJ bushels to which attention has already been 
called. 
T lx com m ittee is aware ot no evidence 
tending to show that any other wheat than such 
overage was ever shlpi>ed in a claudestiue m an­ 
ner from the said hou-eu*. The com m ittee studi­ 
ously endeavored to ascertain whether or not it 
was a com m on practice of the said com panies 
to dispose of overage under tiie guise of screen­ 
ings, and arrived a l the result above indicated. 
Likewise it became** m atter of interest to ascer­ 
tain w I ether tbe said com panies h»\re been or 
now are. reuping excessive profit* from the sa.e 
of screening*. 
This, however, is not established 
by tbe record. 
It is doubtless true, that until 
quit** recently screenings were not a source of 
profit to elevator com panies, the record dis- 
cknuuz that formerly they were either burned or 
destroyed otherwise by such com panies. 
1 HE GREAT COMBINE. 
When tiie attention of tbe com m ittee was first 
called to the existence of a com bination or con­ 
spiracy designed to control the wheat m arkets 
of ttie state it was leprescntcd that certain 
testim ony was producible tending 
to show 
that such m arkets are governed i>y prices ar­ 
bitrarily established by som e person or persons. 
asAociat ions or corporations, aud evidenced by 
tbe telegrams and other com m unications sent to 
iiumerou-* correspondents by Mr. Frank II. 
Irons of Mluueapolls. 
Jt was not without great hesitation th a t the 
com m ittee undertook to conduct an Hi vest.ga- 
tlon iu the line of such charge, iu view of ttie 
clearly expressed term s of the statue from winch 
its authority to act was derived. 
The subject, 
however, was finally deemed of so much gravity 
as 
to 
warrant 
au 
investigation 
as 
to 
the 
charge 
and 
it 
was 
therefore 
con­ 
ducted 
with 
creat thoroughness 
by 
the 
com m ittee. 
W hatever 
inferences 
m ay 
be 
properly d**ducibie from the record io support

ti e com m ittee is ol the opinion 
th a t t here is 
NfrT THE SLIGHTEST P IU S JF 
of tiie existence in tact ot any such corn bin tt ion 
or conspiracy, nor is tnere anything iu th5 rec­ 
ord touching this phase of the 
iuvestigatioa 
mi.Hating against tne g*>od name of the sal I 
Irons 
It is au adm itted fact that Frank H. 
Irons has been for n per od ol about tw o years 
la the em ploy of a large number of e.evator 
com panies at Minneapolis, and th at while so 
em ployed h-* did lurnifch to certain correspond­ 
ents, both by tel* gram and through tbe mans, 
lutoriuatiou touching 
tbe current price* of 
wlieat. 
It does not appear, however, that lie 
ever received any instruction* from his said em­ 
ployers. or any of them ,to furnish this inform a­ 
tion to uuv person whom soever. 
It appears to 
have been the practice of the person who bad 
previous y been em p.oyed by sucn com panies 
to advise local buyers, upon solicitation, as to 
th e daily prices ruling as the principal wheat 
m arkets of the country; which »aid practice was 
o l served and continued by Mr. Irons. 
Tnere 
appejrs to Lave been no discrim ination by him 
as to whom this inform ation should be lur- 
u sited. 1 -r. if he is to believed.lt was sent to 
whom soever made application therefor to him. 
Instead of tne prices lurtiisi.ed by Mr. Irons 
having bet-u arbitrarily established by himself, 
or t v any other person or p*-r*oni», the com m it­ 
tee find that they were in the iua:u obtained 
from the chamber of commerce. Minneapolis. 
Tbe price# so w*nt by Mr. Irons to his corre 
spondeuts wen- based upon the reports of a com 
mitte* established by the chamber of AOmrr.ertNt 
in said city, whose duty it is to ascertain tbs 
(flowing pnes of tit* market. 
Kviuence was introduced with a vie* of show­ 
ing that » corn! iitatiou existed between the ele­ 
vator and railroad com panies of tbe state for 
tbe sole purpose of m aintaining a uniform sy s­ 
tem of prices, and it is doubtless trus that 
som e p srts o! such 
testim ony unexplained 
tends to esiab.tsh that fact. 
The strongest evi­ 
dence of this character is no doubt a letter 
written by one CkMBOrrt. a clerk iu the em ploy 
of the Great .Nortnern Railroad com pany, over 
toe signature of Mr. Shelby, tbe general traffic 
mau»g*-r of *a*d com pany; aud certain other 
com m unications, which were likewise made a 
part of tbe record. 
Evidence w as introduced 
on the part of such com pauv tending to show 
that tne She by letter was wholly unauthorized 
and a m ten during the absence of Mr. Slid by, 
who prom ptly repudiated the same as soon as 
his attention had Pern cai.ed to its existence. 
\t iiatever uisj have been tt>e real facts as to t ie 
influei.ee ot the*- corporations in m aintaining 
what i*» termed .i»t pnees, it cannot be said in 
view of tbe record* that the tact has bsen estab ­ 
lished by such weight of evidence as would war­ 
rant 
this 
com m it’ee 
iu 
reporting 
as 
one 
of 
1*» 
finding*. 
The 
record 
would seem to establish a concession 
by 
tne Great Nor?beru Eai.way com pany th a t its 
foifi iatiOe is at tim es exerted with a view to 
m aintaining uniformity o! prices at com petitive 
points: and its action in th.s respect is claimed 
;o he ju»tirtea ss a means of securing its leg tt- 
m ate proportion of business as a common car­ 
rier. 
It was a so Insisted on the part ot said 
com pany th at tt frequently 
CAUSED F K K E S TO BE RAISED 
am ong buyers along it* own lines at such com ­ 
petitive points so a* to accord witn the pries# 
being paid a.oug tbe lines of com petitive roads, 
and thus to prevent the diversion cl Lu«iues»s 
p rojeriv tributary to its own line. 
Further 
than lid s the said com pany disclaim any a t­ 
tem pt to mtei'fere with prices obtaining at any 
of tiieee m arkets. Tnere is som e evidence tend­ 
ing to show th a t the said com pany has a t­ 
tem pted to coerce com pliance with its require­ 
ment* In tne m atter of price* by threats to em ­ 
barrass the business of local buyers; but there 
is uo evidence which show* or tends to sh o e 
tbat in any of such instances the said com pany 
in fact eiubarraj-s*d the local sblptier In his busi­ 
ness or evinced any h ostility to him 
’I he com m ittee find* that the producing int*r- 
csts of the state are nt this time, as they nave 
been for a long tim e in the past, the victim s of 
gram m anipulator* throughout the country. 
Wed dev'sea aud Hbiy executed m anipulations 
ou tne part of Chicago sj*ecu ators nave un­ 
doubtedly resulted In greatly depressing prices. 
Tbl* implies a finauci *1 loss to the farmers in 
this sta ts ot m any millions. 
The com m ittee 
will hereinafter suggest an appropriate recom­ 
m endation to the legislature to meet this men­ 
acing evil. 
The producer* o! wheat should be 
untrammeled in placing their crops upon tb,u 
m arkets of the world. 
They should Stand on 
an equal footing of the m ost powerful hi this re­ 
gard. 
As they cannot iu justice ask for other 
than reasonable facilities they should at all 
tim es et joy nothing less.

sim ilar ascertainm ent of the condition of pri­ 
vate warehouses should be required before a 
license to do business as public warehouse men 
is granted to such private warehouses as desire 
to co-operate under a license. 
Third—In view of tb3 great im portauce of the 
subject and tha v ast interests involved, the 
commie tee, w ithout com m itting itself to auy 
policy of legislation, earnestly recommend that 
the next legislature consider the advisability of 
pu*siug a law providing 
CONTIGUOUS TO D E E P WATER, 
,qt public expense, warehouses sufficiently large 
to afford storage without mixing the grain ol 
different grades, for graiu produced in this state, 
aud for which service the sta te shall receive or 
m ay im pose u m oderate charge. 
F ourth—Furthermore, the com m ittee would 
recommend that the next legislature, either by 
memorial to congress or otherwise, take som e 
steps to counteract the evil influence of wneat 
gambling a t Chicago and other great gram 
centers. Iu view of the fact th a t the operators 
at Chicago are enabled to exalt or depress prices 
a t pleasure they have 
become a 
constant 
menace to the greatest interests of the North­ 
west. 
Their influence in this respect is dem on­ 
strated by tbe remarkable fact th at in the face 
of au unorecetieuted shortag? in the old world, 
they have bteu able to hold wheat a t ab ­ 
norm ally low prices, and from which circum­ 
stance the tanners of this sta te have suffered an 
appalling lo.-s. 
The influence ol th at market 
is at all tunes so great and uncertain th a t no 
man can with safety hold wheat for a single 
day. It m ay no doubt be accepted as a fact 
that for » >ine tim e past 
THE RULING I'lU C E O F WHEAT 
has neither been determined bj) Visible supply 
nor the estim ated am ount of grain iu the 
country, but rather upon th e ’quantity which 
wheat gamblers have felt disposed at any m o­ 
ment to precipitate upon the market. 
This be- 
lug true, there is no basis iu reason upon which 
a careful and prudent business man m ay pur­ 
chase wheat for future delivery o r for the pur­ 
pose ol legitim ate trude. 
So long as this condi­ 


tion of 
affair* continnes Minnesota’* gres. 
staple crop will depend le#* In bringing wealth t< 
her people upon tbe legitim ate dem ads of con 
sum ption than upon the whims and caprices o 
grain gamblers in Chicago. 
This is a eom blna 
tion which beyg irs all others by far iu its perni 
cious effects 
upon the public. 
We t herefort 
recommend that the subject receive tbe earlies 
and m ost *erious consideration of the next 
legislature. 
Fifth—The com m ittee would recommend, i: 
practicable, th at pufeiicelevators be required tt 
construct scales and weigh grain upon th« 
ground floor before the grain is elevated so tha 
the unloading ol cars may be under the super 
Vision of sta te weighers. 
The com m ittee would also recommend thal 
under no circum stances should grain or screen 
lugs be perm itted to be shipped out of publit 
warehouses w ithout weighing and inspection.

Among pre-Columbian discoverers 
of America the claims of the Norse­ 
men—or, properly speaking Icelan­ 
ders—who, by their low stature and 
features, are somewhat different from 
the characteristic Swedes and Nor­ 
wegians—and of the Welshmen undei 
Prince Madoc are fairly weU known; 
but those in favor of an Irishman, 
St. Brendan, bishop of Clonferr, in 
Kerry, ure not so familiar to us, al­ 
though they are to the French. 
According to eleven different Latin 
manuscripts in the National Library, 
Paris, one of which dates from the 
eleventh century, 
St. Brendan left 
Tralee Bay ab.c*nt A. D. 550 on a 
mission to the undiscovered country 
which he believed to exist beyond tlje 
Atlantic. The vessel lie embarked in 
with his companions and provisions, 
including h'*e pigs, was caught in a 
current, and after a voyage of many 
weeks he landed in a strange country, 
where Jlie taught 
the natives 
the 
truths'of Christianity. 
After seven years he returned to 
Ireland, and subsequently tried a 
second voyage to the same country, 
as he had promised to revisit it but 
was baffled by the wind and tide. He 
died in the order of sanctity in 578, 
aged ninety-four years. The curious 
thing is that when Carte* invaded 
Mexico 
he 
found the natives 
in 
possession cif some of the doctrines, of 
Christianity, 
which they said had 
been taught them by a stranger dad 
in a long robe, who came to them 
from the Holy Island beyond the sea 
in a “boat with wings” many cen­ 
turies befor* and promised to return 
to them- The advent of Cortez was, 
m fact, hailed as a fulfillment of thi* 
tradition.

While it may be true that a 
good deal of the current illustration is 
inferior, it serves a useful purpose in

D e c a d e n c e o f t h e Habit of H o a r d ­ 
ing V a st S u m s of Money. 
The ancient oriental passion for 
hoarding appears, from F. C. Harri­ 
son’s elaborate article on the circu­ 
lation of the rupee in the Economic 
Journal Macmillan, to be gradually 
^*8aPPear^ng» and is now believed to 
be mainly confined to the old wealthy 
famlies and princes. 
The 
original 
cause, fear of civil tumult, has passed 
away, and the presence of an in­ 
creasing market for investment, the 
sweet simplicity ot the 4r per-cents, or 
family misfortunes, sooner or later 
have the effect of emptying the family 
vault. Notable instances of the dis­ 
sipation of large hoards have occurred 
m x-ecent years. The maharaja of 
Gwailor, a Mahratta chief, lent the 
government upward of 30,000,000 ru­ 
pees, 
of which ail 
but 
8,000,- 
000 were native coin. The 
mah­ 
araja 
of Burdwan’s accumulation 
principally 
of 
sicca rupees 
has 
disappeared in 
litigation 
and in­ 
vestment, and recently large hoards 
of Arcot rupees from Madras and 
Ohilki 
rupees from Kashmir have 
passed into our mints. In Bengal 
several considerable hoards of sicca 
rupees have been found to exist in the 
houses of wealthy landholders on the 
occasion ot their property passing in­ 
to the control of the Court of Wards. 
Mr. Harrison estimates the annual 
quasi-permanent 
disappearance 
of 
government rupees due to this cause 
as now less 
than 5,000,000, and 
would put it even lower if there were 
not reason to believe that in south­ 
ern India the priestly trustees of tem­ 
ples still accumulate the offerings of 
pilgrims. 


Royal D e a t h 9 A lw ay s S u d d e n 
“Monarchs may die, but they may 
never be ill,” is an old Turkish pro­ 
verb which is brought home with pecul­ 
iar force in connection with the recent 
demise of Khedive Tewfik of Fgypt. 
Scarcely any one, either in Euorpe or 
even in Egypt itseif, was aware that 
the Pasha was ill before his death 
was announced. 
It is curious that each of his prede­ 
cessors is stated to have died 
in an 
equally sudden manner, and there is 
suspicion of Oriental mystery sur­ 
rounding the deaths of these men, 
who but a day prior to their decease 
were popularly regarded as full of 
vigor and health. 
Thus no one knew that Baid Pasha 
had been ill until he had been dead 
for two days, whiie his predecessor, 
Abbas, the namesake of the present 
Khedive, was driven in a closed car­ 
riage, but in public view, through tlie 
streets of Cairo after having been 
strangled in his harem by order of the 
Bultan. It was only when his corps 
had reached thecitadel that his death 
“from sickness” was announced.—N. 
Y. Recorder.

There were five of us in the stage, 
and a sixth man had a seat with the 
driver. 
There was a Second Lieuten- 
nant of cavalry, a civil engineer, and 
the i*est of us were only com m on folks 
who had been out in the hills pros­ 
pecting and were returning broken in 
hopes and “busted” in pocket, says a 
writer in the New York W orld. 
The 
engineer was a little man of feminine 
appearance, and we hadn't been to ­ 
gether an hour when he confessed that 
the bare thoughts of the stage being 
held up made him tremble all over. 
The officer w as a quiet sort of chap, 
who seemed to have plenty of nerve, 
and though none of us had much to 
lose we by and by agreed that in case 
the stage was stopped we would make 
a fight for it. 
All were new to a hold­ 
up, but we decided that if we had any 
show at all we could make it hot for 
the road-agents. 
The little man at first agreed with 
our plan as formed, but later on he 
broached one of his own. The driver 
told us that the point m ost likely to 
be selected by the highwaymen would 
be at a rough spot in the road just be­ 
fore it reached a certain bill, and we 
were about five miles from the spot 
and darkness had 
fully 
descended 
when the little man unfolded his plan. 
When within a mile of the spot he was 
to get out and follow the stage on 
foot. In case it was stopped he would 
be in positon to sight the robbers and 
open fire at once. 
We jumped on him a t once for a 
flunk. 
It was sim ply a scheme on his 
part to bolt and save his dollars in 
ease the agents appeared, and each 
one gave his opinion of such conduct 
in very vigorous English. Jki his soft, 
gentle way lie replied:

th at I firmly expect to kill a robber 
and save the stage.” 
We were too disgusted to argue with 
him, and when he finally got out in ac­ 
cordance with his plan the army 
officer was fain to make a kick at 
him. We couldn’t tell whether he had 
bolted back down the road or was 
following on, but we got all ready for 
a hold-up. 
Every one or us had a 
revolver in hand, and every one was 
on the watch, and yet it came about 
before we knew it.

There was a 
dead man on one side of the coach 
and a seriously wounded man on the 
other, and the third brigand had been 
driven aw ay, probably hit by at least 
one bullet.

T H E IV O R Y 
M IN E S O F' A L A S K A . 


A M a r v e lo u s T a le o f th e M a m m o th s 
T h a t O n c e R o a m e d I ts W ild s. 
This story of an Alaska miner who 
was left sick by his com panions at a 
native village on the Yukon river and 
who upon recovering sought the source 
of the ivory with which the Indians 
were profusely supplied is thus told: 
M any days were spent in preparation 
for the journey. 
Fish and am mun­ 
ition in plenty were stored upon the 
sledges preparatory to making the 
journey. 
At last all was ready, and 
with an aged man who had once made 
the journey thither as a guide, and 
Anderson himself as chief, they sta rt­ 
ed early in August of last year. 
After tw o weeks of m ost 
perilous 
journey, during which they had passed 
within the Arctic circle, they reached 
the spot. 
There is not space to de­ 
tail the incidents of the passage, but 
it is enough to say that it was made 
up of dangers and perilous encounters 
with bears and difficult crossing of 
seam s and rifts and hum mocks in the 
ice and snow. 
At la st they arrived 
a t 
the 
foot 
of 
a 
m ountain, 
as near as Anderson can estim ate, 
about 
twenty-five miles 
from the 
Yukon river by the m ost direct route. 
Here the ancient guide called a halt, 
and parties ere told off to prospect 
about in search of the spot. 
Ander­

erence, that it m ust be voted for by 
at least two-thirds of the members o! 
each house in order to overcome ob­ 
jections of the chief m agistrate. 
Only 
very strong public sentim ent will de­ 
velop sufficient votes to override the 
j President’s veto, and this right gives 
! him alm ost legal power in legislation 
, with Congress. 
Should the President 
; decline to sign a bill and Congress ad- 
; journ before the expiration of the ten 
j day period, it receives what is popu­ 
larly known as a “pocket v eto.” 
j 
After a bill lias been approved by 
the President 
the Department 
ol 
State causes it to be printed and pro- 
! mitigated. Not the slightest variation 
: is made in printing the new law; even 
1 m istakes and spelling and punctua­ 
tion are closely copied. 
Many ]>eople 
would think this a foolish practice, 
but it is a wise practice after all, for 
were the Secretary of State given per­ 
mission to revise the language of a 
bill he might make changes in wording 
and punctuation th at would com ­ 
pletely overturn the intentions ol 
Congress when the bill was enacted. 
Millions of dollars are involved and 
grave constitutional questions arise 
on the insertion or om ission of even a 
comma.

The farmer who uses 41 commercial 
fertilizer finds no such difficulties be­ 
setting his labors, for it is a com para­ 
tively easy m atter to drill the fertiliz­ 
ers in at the time the grain is sown, or 
it m ay be readily sown broadcast 
and then dragged in. 
The question of 
depth is not im portant, anywhere 
from one-half to eight inches will do. 
In planting grains or seeds of any 
kind a little care av i 11 place the lertil- 
izer just where it will do the plant the 
m ost good, and the proper am ount 
an be used, since the food is hom o ge- 
cneous, every spoonful having the 
same 
com position as every' other 
spoonful. This is the m ost commend­ 
able feature of the commercial fertil­ 
izer as plant food. 
Again while a 
barnyard manure, unless well-rotted, 
is slow to act, and often comes stru- 
gling in with vigorous but frost-bitten 
growth in the autumn, the commer­ 
cial fertilizer with the true, pushing, 
wideawake American spirit, has set 
about its work in the morning of the 
plant’s life, 
and, 
m aintaining the 
vantage ground thus gained, carries off 
the laurels at the winning stake, in a 
well developed, fully matured, and 
easily ripened crop.

A vote of the people will be necessary 
before the final closing of the deal, 
but after the matter has been laid be­ 
fore them in a proper light we think 
there will be few votes in the negative. 
We will be able next week to give the 
entire matter to our readers. 


A New Brewery.
